Newport News, Va., Dec. 28.—The 


battleship Missouri was launched at 
the shipyard here today at 
11:12 


o'clock. 
Fully 15,000 people, it is 


estimated, saw the big defender go 
overboard. The launching passed off 
•without fc Mtch and none prettier or 
more successful was ever accom- 
plished 'hei'e. 'Miss Marian Ccekrell, 
daughter of Senator F. M. Cockrell, 
of Missouri, was sponsor for the ship, 
and she performed the duty assigned 
her with, the traditional bottle 
•>! 


champagne, using a bottle of Mis- 
souri product for the purpose. 
The 


number 
of distinguished 
gaiests 


gathered around the sponsor on the 
christening platform was larger than 
ever seen (here. 


Among them were Secretary of the 


Navy Long, Secretary of the Interior 
Hitchcock, Bear Admiral Melville, 
tT. S, N., chief of bureau of steam 
engineering; Bear Admiral O'Neill, 
IT. S. N., chief of ordnance; Judge 
Advocate Lemly, U. S. W.; Lieuten- 
ant Governor J. A. Lee, of Missouri, 
acting for Governor Dockery; Gov- 
ernor Taylor, of Virginia; Corwin H. 
Spencer, of St. Louis, representing 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
company; Congressman Bixey, rep- 
resenting the house committee on 
naval affairs; Senator Cockrell and a 
number of army and navy officers. 
Mrs. Boosevelt, wife of President 
Roosevelt, came up from Old Point 
on the United States dispatch boat 
Dolphin, with her guest*, and viewed 
the launching from the steamer's 
deck. 


When the big ship had glided off 


the ways into the water the crowd on 
the guests' platform 
gave three 


cheera for Miss Cockrell, three for the 
army and navy, three for Secretary 
Long -and then three for the ship 
yard. 


After inspecting the various de- 


partments of the plant, the guests ie- 
paired to the ship yard wharf, wlieie 
they boarded the steamer Washing- 
ton, going to Old Point. 
At the 


Chamberlin hotel this afternoon the 
customary post launching banquet 
was given, the 
guests mentioned 


above being on the program as the 
principal speakers. 


SECRETARY LONG'S SPEECH. 
At the banquet Secretary of the 


Navy Long- spoke iu part as follows: 


"I have been interested in the cir- 


cular signed by many eminent citi- 
zens, my beloved friend, E. ^ Hale, 
at the head, in which they regret the 
estimate of $100,000,000 for the in- 
crease of the navy. The size of the 
navy, if there is to be a navy at all, is 
a question like the tariff—of adjust- 
ment rather than pxmciplo. 


"Of couise, it is rather a taking 


thing to say as a matter of theory, 
as this circular says, that $100.000,* 
000 for the navy means a tax of $G 
on every family in the United States. 
And yet, on the other, as a matter of 
practical fact, if that sum is spent 
there is probably not a family in the 
United States whose future incom3 
could be shown to be $6 'less, and 
there are a good many fainilies whose 
income would be $6 more, and still 
more families whose income would bs 
many times $6 less if it were not 
spent. 
It is *ilso rather a taking 


thing to say that $100,000,000 could 
be better spent for education or char- 
ity. 
And yet, on the other hand, 


$100,000,000 spent in the employ- 
ment of labor is the very best use 
to which it can be put. * 
* 


"Nor is it true, as suggested in the 


circular, that a great navy necessar* 
ily inflames the fighting spirit and 
leads to war. 
If my recollection 


serves^me xight, while Great Britain 
has lyad troubles in Egypt and Africa 
and elsewhere, she -has had no con- 
flict on sea for many years, and yet 
her navy has been twice as large 
that of any other power. The recent 
increase in, our nnvy did not induce 
the way with. Spain, which, as thing 
were, seems to have been inevitable 
On the otlier hand, it is more than 
likely that if in the beginning of 
1898 we had even as large a navy as 
we have now, certainly as large a one 
a» now proposed, there would have 
been no war with Spain, and tha 
country would have come to terms 
as she was very near coming, wifcaou 
tattle. At that time, however, it was 
th* general impression among for 
eign powers, and probably in Spain 
tbat tor navy would blow us oat o 
tit water, 


«*<** tauEtiAce, our world relations 


have expanded vastly in the 
three years in territorial extent, and 
vastly more in international extent. 
It has not been an extension upon 
the continent, but upon the ocean 
itself and the islands of the sea in 
both hemispheies. Our commerce lus 
greatly incieased in volume and urea 
and our American marine is likely to 
follow suit. If there is to be a navy 
at all, it should be commensurate 
with all these extended relations and 
demands. We are the richest nation 
of the world, with a larger income 
than any other. If, then, the size of 
our navy should correspond to oui 
national and international size, and 
if we have the cash oil hand* it would 
seem the simplest 
good business 


sense, the simplest good business care 
of our own interests, to inciease the 
navy; and whether this shall cost 
$20,000,000, or 
$75,000,000, or 


$100,000,000, it is not an extrava- 
gance to cut our garment according to 
ur cloth, especially as last year <theic 
was no appropriation for sucfh an in- 
irease. It is like the rich man grad- 
ng his expenditures to his income, 
ind thus making it serve the general 
welfare as well as his own. 
It is 


ike having policemen enough, in- 
;tead of having a number so limited 
hat the roughs are tempted to riot 
There certainly is a heap of comfort 
n feeling that if millions are now 
spent for the navy the money is in 
.he till to spend. It is a case where 
the people can have their cake and 
aat it. too; they can have their ships, 
and they can have in their pockets 
he money paid for building them. 
"I will not pursue the topic further, 


out a United States naval vessel car- 
ying our flag into the ports and la- 
bors of the world is something more 
han a fighting- machine. It means 
•elations with those ports; it means 
an awakening and lively respect 
here for our country; it means recog- 
lition of the outreach of our civiliza- 
ion,

fine representative of Hew York or 
Jostou, carrying her prestige, ex- 
ploiting her interests, were in every

WANT TO SELL PANAMA CANAL 


FRENCH AGENTS COMING WITH 


BETTER PROPOSITION. 


A Price That Will Approximate the 


Sum of $40,000,000 Likely to 


be Made America. 


Paiis, Dec. 28.—M* Lampre, secre 


taiy general of the Panama Canal 
company, sailed for New Yoik today 
on the Trench line steamer L'Aqui- 
taine, from Havre. 
He will confer 


on his ai rival in the United States 
with a number of the Panama com- 
pany's Ameiican representatives, and 
overtures for the sale of the canal 
property to the United States will 
then be renewed. 


In view of the doubt existing in 


the United 
States 
regaidiug the 


price the Panama Canal company's 
representatives intend to ask for the 
property the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press made inquiries from 
the best 
source of information on 


that subject and is enabled to say 
that the price will be, approximately, 
$40,000,000. This figure cannot yet 
be given as the exact one, because 
the company has not yet come to a 
definite decision, but it will not be 
appreciably higher. 
The Isthmian 


commission's full repoit is now in 
possession of the Panama company, 
and its valuations will be studied in 
detail. The leport of the directors of 
the ji?anania company, cabled to the 
Associated Press December 21, said: 
"We offer to accept as the basis and 
point of departure of fresh negotia- 
tions the figures and declarations 
contained in the Isthmian commis- 
sion's definitive report." 


The estimates come to by such emi- 


nent men aie not though to be open 
to question, though, possibly, a few 
items aie susceptible to reconsidera- 
tion, and a few matters may remain 
to be decided, such as a valuation of 
the company's stocks of supplies; 
but none of these is calculated to 
modify the gross figuie to any ex- 
tent. The company does not intend 
to give the slightest giound for any 
further misunderstanding, and be- 
lieves the definitive price put for- 
ward will now be acceptable. With 
M. Lampie in Ameiica it will not be 
necessaiy for the mandatary who is 
empowered to submit the definitive 
price to depart from Fiance until 
later, when the negotiations are und- 
er way.

as this circular says, that $100.000,- 
000 for the navy means a tax of S6 
on every family in the United States. 
And yet, on the other, as a matter of 
practical fact, if that sum is spent 
there is probably not a family In the 
United States whose future income 
could be shov.'ii to be $6 less, and 
there are a good many families whose 
income would be S6 more, and still 
more families whose income would bs 
many times $6 less if it were not 
spent. 
It is also rather a taking 


tiling to say that 8100,000,000 could 
be better spent for education or char- 
ity. 
And yot, on the other hand, 


3100,000,000 spent in the employ- 
ment of labor is the very best use 
to which it can be put.

"Nor is it true, as suggested in the 


circular, thit a great navy necessar- 
ily inflames the fighting spirit and 
leads to war.

her navy has been twice 33 large as 
that of any other pov.-cr.

THE ZEFONTEIN CASUALTIES 


THJE BRITISH LOST TWENTY-SIX 


KILLED. 


Among the Dead 'Were Six Officers 


and Eight Were Wounded—What 


DeWet Did to Them. 


London, Dec. 28.—The war office tliis 
afternoon issued a list of the British 
casualties at Zefontein, Dec. 24, when 
Col. Firman's camp, consisting of 
three companies of yeomaniy and two 
guns, was successfully rushed by a 
Boer force under the 
command of 


General DeWet. The length of the 
list demonstrates the entire success 
of DeWet's attack. Six officers and 
fifty men were killed, eight officers 
were wounded and four are missing. 
It is presumed that the missing offi- 
cers were taken along with the cap- 
tured guns. 


The number of non-commissioixed 


officers and men wounded aud miss- 
ing have not yet been leceived, but 
the aggregate promises to make the 
Zefontein affair a memorable disaster 
to the British. 


Simultaneously with the above the 


war office gave out a dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener chronicling a minor 
success of the South African con- 
stabulary, who raided Bothaville and 
captured thirty-six Boers, 


In a subsequent 
message 
Lord 


Kitchener sends ia stirring- account 
of the fighting at Zeefontein, show- 
ing that the wounded and prisoners 
must number 150, He says that in 
the absence of Colonel Firman, Major 
Williams, who was killed, Was in 
command. The column was encamp- 
ed on the slope of a kopje, the south- 
ern side of which was precipitous. 
Outposts held the edge of the preci- 
pice. The northern slope, 011 which 
the camp was pitched, was gentle. 
The outposts were well pushed out 
and the position, naturally strong, 
h'ad been entrenched. It was a moon- 
light night. The Boers Appear to 
have climbed the precipice, and mus- 
tering near the top <at 2 a. m., sud- 
denly attacked the 
picket on the 


summit. 
Before the men could get 


clear of their tents the Boers swooped 
through them, shooting the soldiers 
down as they came out. Most of the 
British officers weie shot while try- 
ing to stem the rush. I/ieutenant 
Hare himself opened fire with the 
"pom-poms" and w&s shot through 
tfhe heart while firing. Lieutenant 
Watney was killed while leading a 
charge. There was no panic and all 
engaged did their best. But once the 
picket was overwhelmed t'he superior 
force of the Boers had all the advan- 
tage. 
Including 
the 
killed 
ami 


wounded, about half the column i? 
now at Eland's river 'bridge. The 
remainder are prisoners, 
A fifteen- 


pounder, after two rounds, became 
jammed. 
The men composing the 


detachment stood by the gun and 
were shot down around it. 


Lieutenant 
Scarlett, 
who 
was 


wounded, 
was overlooked by the 


Boers and left behind. He saw two 
wagon loads of dead and wounded 
Boers carried off. 
They were mostly 


hit during the first attack on the 
picket. 


The Boers, who apparently num- 


beied about 1,200, 
under General 


DeWet, behaved well, leaving men 
to look after the wounded. 


The imperial light hors« were four- 


teen miles distant. 
They heard of 


the fight at 4:30 and arrived on the 
scene at 6:30. 
After breathing their 


horses, they galloped after the Boers, 
who, however, succeeded in reaching 
tho broken country, where the light 
horse- were useless against superior 
numbers. 


TO RESTORE LIBEBAL UNITY. 


London, Dec.1. 28.—It is asserted, 


upon apparently good authority, that 
the liberal leader, Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman, has written a letter 
to Lord Roseberry in the hope of re 
storing unity among the 
liberals, 


but that Lord Roseberiy declines to 
join his fortunes to those of the 
party in the present circumstances. 
Should this statement .prove to be 
correct it will be considered *a further 
pioof of the sincerity of Sir Henry's 
efforts for party union and will give 
him a new claim to the loyalty of 
the liberals and thus strengthen his 
position as leader and the effective- 
ness of the opposition.

plication for an order for fifty cents, 
payable to May Covault, %2 Harri- 
son street. 


This morning Miss Covault stepped 


up to the cashier's -window and pre- 
sented the order for payment, "but it 
had been, "raised" to 14.50 'by the ad- 
dition of the word "fourteen" "before 
the amount written out in full and 
the insertion of the figures in the 
space at the right of the order. Guy 
J. Gilbert was the clerk at the win- 
dow when the raised order was pre- 
sented, and the job was done in such 
a bungling manner that it was de- 
tected at a glance. 
Miss Covault, 


when questioned, seemed innocent of 
any guilty knowledge of the tamper- 
ing- witk the order, and stated that it 
had been given to her by 'McClisli in 
payment of his board.

THE RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT.

If you will make a map of Asia, 


or, better still, a map of Russia in 
Asia, you will easily find Irkutsk, 
and running the eye eastward across 
Lake Baykal to Chita and Nerchinsk, 
you should 
come, ahout 50 miles

Trans-Baykal railway ends and the 
liver navigation begins.

stands in All the English maps that 
I have 
seen 
as "Khabahovka/' 


though it was pronounced to the bet- 
ter sounding, more honorable mas- 
culine form nearly 
a decade ago. 


Well, on the opposite side of the 
river Amur no Ignashina there is 
a large tract of territory vaguely 
dotted about with shading and pic- 
turesque meandering^ meant for 
indefinite mountains and uncertain 
streams— the fact of the matter being 
that the map-maker knows consider- 
ably less about this part of the world 
than of the geography of Mars. It 
is, or rather it was, Chinese territory, 
and in many places very rich in gold, 
writes a Moscow correspondent to the 
London Standard. 


It is the first place the Russians 


took care to secure after the Chinese 
had bombarded Blagovescenk some 
fifteen mouths ago, and a battalion 
of soldiers now has it in careful cus- 
tody. In the 80s, however, of last 
century, tho gold was little worked, 
and only by stray 
Chinese. The 


Chinese, to be sure, had some sort of 
works established there, but, from 
all accounts,. it would appear that 
their government did not know it, at 
least until the little events occurred 
•which I-have to narrate. 


ITS GOLD A MAGNET. 


For long 
years there had been 


dread rumors of a terrible El Dorado 
to be found by the hardy and fortu- 
nate few in the wild lands beyond the 
river. At times the rumors would 
become so precise and .tomp'ting that 
the owners of legitimate, but by com- 
parison commonplace, gold and silver 
mines on the Russian, side could not 
keep their workmen at home; neither 
flogging or police handling, nor even 
the death penalty could stop men 
from running off to tempt the ter- 
rors of the unknown treasure land. 
Few ever returned, and they were 
mostly crazed by their privations; 
scarcely any 
gold ever, came back 


with them, save that which they had 
seen in their half-delirious dreams, 
It is on record that once even a rich 
gold mine owner, with capital »and 
labor to back him, forsook his mines, 
and, organizing <a grand caravan, set 
out on an expedition to discover the 
land of gold. 
The start recalls the 


stories of early Central African ex- 
ploration. 
It ended in death, dis- 


easfe, starvation, ^cannibalism 'and. me 
return of not a tithe of those who tfet 
off— and they were broken men. But 
the rumor only gained strength, and 
effort after effort was made. 


HARDSHIPS TO BE ENDURED. 
The difficulties- lay in the climate, 


which was intensely cold in winter, 
so that only a 'few months of the 
year could b& utilized for the trial; 
in the dense bush the "tayga," into 
which, if a man fell, his case is less 
hopeful of escape than that of the 
shipwrecked mariner on a hencoop 
in midocean. Through tins the es- 
caped convicts from Sakhalin make 
their way, a»d too often leave their 
bones to the lynx, the wildcat, the 
tiger and a host of lesser beasts and 
birds of prey. Track there is none, 
and men must be expert in woodcraft 
<who would ooare safely through the 
attempt to traverse even a few score 
miles of such territory. As time went 
on men grew less interested in the 
yarns 'about the New El Dorado, and 
they took rank with the stories of 
the lost cities of the Volga region, 
those curious jumbles of robber 
hordes and exiled princes, hermits of 
supernatural holiness, New Jerusa- 
lems, and the like, all devoutly be- 
lieved in but avoided as a basis for 
practical experiment. 


About fthe end of tH* seventies or 


beginning of the eighties, however, 
gold in considerable quantities was 
reailly found with in easy access from 
Ignashina, arid ere long many hun- 
dreds of 'the adventurous fliad flocked 
to the spot. They were not -a choice 
collection, for 
-apparently 'the ab- 


ssnce of passports, differences with 
the police, the too fiee use of the 
k»ifc, or the yawning doors of the 
convict Jftil juat e&apeA from, with 
its terriffic whipping horse for tile 


account for the major- 


el£T by t<ha great post icad, 
or 


••U'akV* &t a 'temptingly ohsap rate, 
-md robbing him of the same a few 
miles farther on, The same woithies 
then returned to t'he Ignashina pest 
station 'to repeat the experiment with 
the next victim* Muider, though it 
w^s not altogether outside tae pvo- 
giam of flhcste "free traders/' was 
but larely nece&sary. It was a fcrim- 
ir-il offense in those days, and, in- 
deed, remained so until less than a 
yvar ago, to bs iu possession o? un- 
ccined geld 'throughout Siberia, and 
the traveler who liad bought at what 
he knew uell was a cheap price part- 
ed wit'h the purchase willingly when 
he juctt the mfcnrbeis of tlie gang far 
ther up the read—glad if tJiey left 
him enough 'of his own to cany him 
safely out of those unpolished wilds.

of the most upiight. 


CALL IT NEW CALIFORNIA. 
The settlement foimed iu Chinese 


territory by these lawless outcasts 
grew in numbers, and m.iny "oettei- 
?l:** members of society than the 
original foundeis came to join it- 
merchants, clerks of tlie ill-paid gov- 
ernment services, and enterprising 
young salesmen, freshly 
imported 


from European Russia, who preferred 
the chanca of 
giea>t and 
speedy 


piofifcs *o tlie dull path of virtuous 
off ce drudgery. These gave tlie set- 
tlement Ui3 name of "New Califor- 
nia," and, being- well-read men, in- 
troduced a system of government 
based on what thsy had heard or 
imagined about the United States. 
It beg-m \viih lynch law, r*:iiicli is 
well understood in more 
parts of 


Kussia Kim mig'it l>3 supposed from 
what one sees in print about that 
country. It is especially opplUd to 
horse and cattle thieves, and one of 
the favorite ways of 'enforcing1 it is 
to tie the hapless thief between two 
stout young- trees bent together; 
when these tare released tlie wretch 
is torn asunder. Lynch law led to 
lihs necessity of cariying aims, tliat 
the eleqttence of the tongue mig'ht 
not fail for want of bettei backing. 
And -wholesale purchases of arms

This is what the strenuous ftoose- 


velt advised the 
wavering young 


lawyer to do: 


"If I were you I would hang out 


my shingle and get a -case. I don't 
care how you get it. Your own wits 
ought to find one at least which no 
other lawyer has. I wouldn't take a 
justice-shop case, either. I'd find a 
case that was right up in the regular 
courts and which possessed some 
merit. I wouldn't take it for noth- 
ing, either, or on a contingency. 
I 


would have a decent fee attached to 
it In other words, I would have as 
many respectable features attached 
to the caso as possible under the -cir- 
cumstances. 


"Having got that case/' continued 


Uopsevelt, "I would try it as if it 
were the last case I ever expected to 
have or which would ever be in the 
courts. I would not make a nuisance 
of myself. You 
know enough to 


avoid that, but you can be so persist- 
ent that you will win the orespeet of 
every one who, in any way, comes in- 
to connection with, the trial. Put all 
of yourself in the case. Get every 
side of it, and,* above all things, 
hammer it into your client by the 
foice of your actions that your in- 
tegrity is above reproach. 


"When you get done with that case 


you will have a reputation that many 
lawyers devote years in other ways 
trying to obtain. You will find that 
a second case is certain to come to 
you, whether you lose or win the first 
one. 


"I would treat the second case," 


he continued, "just as I did the first 
one. Li'/e and act as if there was 
never such a case in existence befoie, 
and master it just as you are lequir- 
ed to master your studies -at the law 
school. 
If you find yourself * weak- 


ening- at all, use spur and the whip 
until you have created an enthus- 
iasm in your work that imparts it- 
$slf to client, court and July, and re- 
sults in your victory." 


The young law student's timidity 


began to diminish from that moment, 
He had absorbed some of Roosevelt's 
courage and indomitable energy. But 
he wanted more. 
"How about the 


third case?" he asked. 


"Go at it the same way," was the 


reply. "And, for that -matter, as your 
patronage increases give the same 
treatment to all your cases.

In one of -the 'busiest districts of 


London, within gunshot range cf 
teming Battersea and Lambeth, iu 
Chelsea to be 'brief, there is a build- 
ing- where the miciobes of almost 
every known disease are stored in 
bottles, fed and developed with as 
mac)i caia and tenderness as is given 
to the fairest and rarest of floweis. 
It is said that tins building, the In- 
&i.tute of Preventive Medicine, con- 
tains sufficient 
micicbes to bring 


about t'he death of every man, woman 
and child in the entne world. There 
are thous:uids, millions and billions 
of them, and t!hey aie just yearning 
to be cu their feH work upcn human 
beings. 


Needless to say, this strange es- 


taiblidirniesit is act maintained as a 
mere hobby; the object with whicn 
these teirible "mightly atoms" of de- 
struction are roared is to familiarize 
medical men with the precise char- 
acter, appearance and disposition of 
tli3 different bacilli; to discover, in 
fact, everything that can possibly 
bs discovered with a view to the 
prevention and 
cure 
of diseases 


which are caused by microbes. And 
oii3 can conceive what a fascinating 
Study bacilli afford. 


An uninformed stranger might 


walk ^througli the incubator room or 
the institute without dreaming for 
a moment that hs was in a hot bed 
cf diseases; he would more probably 
imagine he wa$ in a novel knicl of 
bakery, tt'heie small bottles of vari- 
ously colored fluids were stored to 
be in an even temperature, for around 
t'he room are arranged numerous 
oven like incubators, with 
glasi* 


doois, through winch one can per- 
ceive the long glass tubes contain- 
ing the bacilli,-whose way fcf egress 
from tfhe tubes is baned by nothing 
more impenetrable than wads of cot- 
tonwool There, quietly, almost in- 
visibly, reposes a power 
great 


enough to sweep the eaitdi of human 
life 


And the bacilli deanaud ttie great- 


est attention, Uhe moat delicate feed- 
ing. Almost every diffaientt kind of 
microbe has particular likes and dis- 
likes, which have to be carefully 
studie'd.

to tliiift off horses' blood, another off 
broth, while a third will touch notti-

and interesting work has to be done; 
the new atom has to be caught, con- 
veyed into •a separate bottle, meas- 
ured, examined •and studied until his 
character and identity, tasies and 
feelings have been thoroughly leamt 


The benefit the institute is able to 


confer upon mankind T>y such study 
and means i* simply 
beyond all 


mensuremen'l. Supposing1* now, that 
a phy^ciaii suspects Mat a patient 
of lus has a certain disease latent in 
liis Wood, ready -to break out upon 
receiving the slightest encourage- 
ment. 
The mcrobe 
is so minute 


thftt it cannot be identified except in 
large numbers. He is, therefore, in- 
papaible of making sufficiently certain 
of his -suspicion to justify him In 
taking- measures to prevent the 'lis- 
ease from developing and attacking 
Ms paitknt. He can, however, draw 
a drop of his patient's 
blood and 


send it to 'the institute, wftere *he 
bactariologi&ts -will at once get to 
work on the clue. 


They will put the "blood, and with 


it the food on which the suspected 
microbe as known to thrive, :n a 
tuba, then place the tube in an in- 
cubator Qieated to the temperature 
ait Whidh the suspected microbe pre- 
fers to do his multiplying;, and in a 
short time, a day at the utmost, if 
the microbe was in 'the 'blood, he is 
in the tube in thousands of thou- 
sands, and can be identified at once.

They do not mind being cut up or

FIELD'S BOOKS BARRED. 


Boston's public library has an "in- 


ferno" room, to which is consigned 
all the books that after examination 
have been found "un'ftt for general 
reading or not up to the generally re- 
quired standard*" Eugene Field is 
the latest unfortunate author to of- 
fend the delicate sensibilities of the 
library officials and to be consigned 
to oblivion. A number of his works, 
in eluding 
the 
famous 
"Tribune 


Piimer" and "Nonsense for Old and 
Young," have 
been removed from 


the library and placed in the "in- 
ferno." This is due largely, the of- 
ficials say, to the irreverent illustra-

The queen of Sheba brought it as A 
gift to a king, and it was to the king 
of temporal tilings, the splendor of 
whose reign they had seen symbol- 
ized in the heavens, the wise men 
brought this yellow metal. Frankin- 
cense, tha white juice of a tree grow- 
ing iu Arabia and India, was regard- 
ed as a symbol of purity and holiness; 
it was associated with religious wor- 
ship, and there were few gods so 
poor in man's esteem that prayers 
were not wafted to them on clouds 
of incense fumes. It was a means 
of divine worship, and, therefore, 
these three men, coming out of the 
desert to adore not only a king of 
things temporal, as they felt it, but 
one who, in the 
mystery of Ood's 


ways, was bom divine as well, 
brought it as an offering to the divin-. 
ity before whom their souls would 
bow? even as their knees bent to the 
king. Myrrh was the reddish juice 
of a rare tree used to perfume the 
houses of the living and to embalm 
the bodies of the dead. It was strict- 
ly an offering to A man; sometimes 
to make his life sweet with its scent 
and to render his T>ody not unpleas- 
ant after death, and to the man, 
Christ, the myrrh was offered. 


Thus we have the symbolism of the 


three gifts brought by the wise men 
about whom legends cluster so thick 
•but facts are so few. 
Christ was 


bom in tiinity—mau, king and god— 


(St. Louis Globe-Democrat,) 


Of course there has been many con- 


gresses which had an immeasurably 
greater interest for the country than 
does the one which recently met, im- 
portant as this one is. 
The most 


memorable of all of the congresses 
since the adoption of^the constitution 
was the first of them all, the one 
which extended from 1789 to 1791. 
The terms of the first president aiid 
the first congress under tie constitu- 
tion legally began on March 4, 1789, 
but the actual service of neither of 
them started until several weeks aft- 
er that date. The absence not only of 
railroads and steamboats in those 
days, but also of good roads except 
in a few spots and for short distances 
made communication l>etween the 
different 
sections 
of the country, 


small as was the settled area then, 
very slow. Not enough members had 
arrived in New York, then a city of 
30,000 inhabitants, the national cap* 
ital of that day, to allow the house of 
representatives to get a quorum until 
April 1, almost a month after the 
term 'began, and on that day that 
body elected Frederick A. tfuhlen- 
berg, of Pennsylvania, speaker. The 
senate did not get a quorum until 
April 6. The first congress under the 
constitution began its physical ex- 
istence at that date, but the first 
president, George Washington, did 
not reach New York until April 23, 
and he was not inaugurated until 
April 30. When, at noon on April 
30, just after Washington took the 
oath of office, the cannon at the bat- 
tery, near New York's southern ex* 
tremity, pealed out the first presi- 
dential salute, the government of the 
United States came into physical ex- 
istence. 


The particular function of the first 


congress was to construct the frame- 
work of the government. This it did 
with such wisdom that the lines laid 
down then have, 
during 
the 112 


years which have passed since, been 
maintained with but slight change, 
meeting the demands of a territorial 
and industrial expansion which no- 
body could have foreseen then, and 
standing the strain of foreign and 
civil war. The same congress pro- 
posed the first ten amendments to 
the constitution, the so-called "bill 
of lights/' which came so early that 
they may be virtually 
considered 


part of the original charter. All of 
them were recommended 
by one 


state or another in their conventions 
of 1787-88, in taking action on the 
constitution, and ratification in the 
case of some of the states had been 
brought by a promise on the part of 
the constitution's 
advocates that 


these amendments would be urged. 
Eelative to its aggregate member- 
ship, there were more distinguished 
men in the first congress than were in 
any of its successors. Virginia, the 
greatest of the states of that age, 
had in the senate Richard Beuiy Lee, 
the man who in the continental con- 
gress moved the resolution under 
which the Declaration of Independ- 
ence was drawn, and who, save for 
illness in his family which compelled 
his temporary absence from congress, 
would have been, instead of Jeffer- 
son, the chairman of the committee 
which framed it, and doubtless, in- 
stead of Jeffeison, would havo been 
its chief author. 
Another of Vir- 


ginia's senators in that first congress 
was James Monroe, the fifth presi- 
dent of the United States. The lead- 
er of the 
house of representatives 


was another of Virginia's illustrious 
sons, James Madison, the "father 
of the constitution" and fourth ptes* 
ictent

setts had Fisher Ames, whose, elo- 
quence was destined to turn the scale 
as completely in the Jay treaty de- 
bate a few year3 later as Bonaparte's 
genius turned defeat into victory at

The only new feature in the quar- 


rel between the Wabash and the Bal- 
timore and Ohio over the railway 
crossing at Stj Joe is the likelihood 
of the Baltimore and Ohio officials 
being called up 
for contempt of 


court. The situation as it exizsts at 
present is thus told 'by an Indianapo- 
lis paper: 


"It is asserted that the Baltimore 


and Ohio 
-Railroad 
company has 


grossly violated, an injunction issued 
by Judge John H. Baker, and some 
lively times are expected in tne Unit- 
ed. States court. Judge Baker -went 
to his former home at Goshen to 
spend Christmas and is still there. 
Attorneys, however, will journey to 
Goshen today ar.d present the matter 
to the court. The trouble arises over 
a dispute between the Baltimore and 
Ohio Hallway company aud the Wa- 
bash "Hallway company over a cross- 
ing near the village of St. Joe, De- 
Ktilb county. The Wabash has been 
trying to cross the Baltimore and 
Ohio tracks at this point for some 
time, and the latter corporation hftfl 
declined to allow the other road to 
rbss. 
"It is claimed that in order to pre- 


vent the Wabash people from build- 
ing a crossing the Baltimore and Ohio 
people 'built a short section, of track 
between two other tracks at the .point 
where it was desired to cross, and 
placed a locomotive and several cars 
on this short piece of track. The 
cars were then derailed, and thus any 
attempt of the Wabash to effect a 
crossing was effectually "blocked. 


"Some time ago Judge Baiter, of 


the United States court, issued a tem- 
porary injunction requiring <he Bal- 
timore and Ohio company to permit 
the Wabash 
to cross its tracks and 


giving the defendant company five 
days in which 
to remove 
the ob- 


struction. The five days expired at 
midnight last Monday night, and, 
according to the statement of the at- 
torneys for the WatMish, the Balti- 
more and Ohio had made no effort to 
clear the 'crossing. 
' 


''Tuesday 
morning the Wabash 


company sent a force of men to St. 
Joe and they proceeded to lengthen 
the temporary track built <by the Bal- 
timore and Ohio. The track was suf- 
ficiently lengthened to allow the en- 
gine and cars placed as'an, dbstruc- 
tion to 'be moved But of the way, and 
the Wabash then1 began to construct 
its crossing. 'About this time the 
Baltimore and Ohio people "brought a 
force of men to the crossing prepared 
to frustrate any attempt of the Wa- 
bash people to "build the 
crossing. 


The opposing force was there for 
business, for as soon as the Wabash 
force would put down a tie the Balti- 
more and Ohio employes would take 
it up. Thus they -worked for a time, 
putting down and taking up. How- 
ever, the Wabash had twice as many 
men at work as the Baltimore and 
Ohio and, naturally 
enough, 
the 


larger force would finally T^e success- 
ful in accomplishing its end. After 
a while the crossing was "completed 
and the Wabash 
men prepared to 


withdraw. No violence was done on 
either side, as the sheriff of the conn- 


to last August, when, the mat- 


ter was first brought into court iu 
DeKalb 
county. 
The 'Wabash is 


building a short line between Butler 
and Fort Wayne and in order to com- 
plete this line it is necessary to cross 
the Baltimore and Ohio tracks in. De- 
Kalb county. 
As explaiued by an 


attorney for the Wabash company, 
the Baltimore and Ohio people set up 
a vigorous objection last summer 
when the Wabash 
wanted to cross. 


It appears that there is a state stat- 
ute which requires that before one 
railroad can cross another, a judge 
of the court must declare that a grade 
crossing will be both reasonable and 
practical. The Wabash people vent 
into court for the purpose of securing 
the privilege of condemning a right 
of way over the Baltimore and Ohio 
tracks. 


'It is claimed -that while the case 


was before the court the Baltimore 
and Ohio people made overtures to 
the iWabash ^company, suggesting 
that the matter be taken out of court 
and that it be settled by arbitration. 
The Wabash people were Trilling, and 
it Is claimed that an agreement was 
signed to the effect that three civil 
engineers be chosen and that they 
settle the question. 
In accordance 


with the agreement the chief engi- 
neers of the Chicago and Alton, the 
Chicago, Eock Island and Pacific and 
Santa Fe railroads were chosen. 
It 


is asserted that these three men aft- 
er looking over tbe 
situation de- 


clared that it was both reasonable 
and practicable for a grade crossing 
to be built. It was further agreed 
that the Wabash company shouW 
maintain and operate an interlock- 
ing plant at this crossing forever. It 
is asserted that the $12,000 was paid 
into court and the judge found « 
judgment in favor 'of the Wabash.

Shortly after the "great congress" 


two congresses followed each, other in 
direct succession which had a perma- 
nent influence on the country's his- 
tory. The earlier of these, that of 
1853-55, which, was elected at the 
«ame time—1852—that Pierce carried 
the electoral college by his tidal- 
wave majority, passed the Kansas 
Nebraska bill, which repealed the 
Missouri compromise and threw ter- 
ritories open to slavery from which 
slavery had been excluded by the 
Missouri adjustment. In the senate 
of that congress David B. 'Atchison, 
of Missouri; Lewis Cass, of Michigan 
and Jesse D. Bright, of Indiana, were 
successively presidents pro tern, and 
Lynni Boyd, 
of Kentucky, 
was 


speaker of the house. Benton was in 
the 'house in that congress after fin 
istyrng thirty years of service in the 
senate. The two years of that con- 
gress closed Benton's public career, 
for he was beaten in the contest of 
1854 for the house and 'in that 
ol 


1856 for the governorship. 


Douglas was the leader 
of Ben- 


ton's party in the congress of 1853- 
55, but Bentoix opposed 
Douglas 


Kansas-Nebraska bill, -which was fai 
the most important piece of legisla- 
tion passed in these two years. It 
was, indeed, one of the 
most mo- 


mentous acta ever adopted1 by con- 
gress* Here are some of its conse* 
quences: By putting the slavery 
question at the front it destroyed the 
partisan affiliation between the west 
and the south; it started an armed 
struggle in Kansas between the free 
and the slave states; it killed the 
whig party by driving its southern 
end through, the half-way nouses of 
the know-nothings (American) party 
of 1856 and the constitutional union 
party of 1860 over to the democracy 
it united the fi'ee sellers, <the aboli- 
tionists, a majority of the northern 
whigs, a'large element of the north- 
ern democrats and most of the north- 
ern kn»0'W-nothings in a new organ- 
ization pledged to fight slavery ex- 
tension, which called itself the re- 
publican party; it split the democ- 
racy in 1860, thus giving the repub 
1 leans a victory which sent the south 
out of the union, precipitated the 
war; overthrew slavery and put t 
solid north and. a solid south in poll 
tics, and kept them in until a very 
recent day. 


An immediate consequence of the 


enactment of the Kansas-Nebraska 
law of 1854 was the defeat in the 
congessional elections of that yeai 
of the party which was responsible 
for that law and the triumph of the 
•party (the republican) which tha'i 
law created. In the presidential elec- 
tion of 1853 Pierce carried all 
the 


states except four. In the congres- 
sional election of 1854 Pierce's party 
was beaten by a new organization 
which was not heard of or thought 
of at the time that the Kansas-Ne 
•braska bill was first framed. 
The 


new party did not take the republi- 
can name immediately. It drew from 
all the other -parties and there -was 
no agreement on the question of a 
ttame at the outset. The only bon<i 
of union between all these elements 
which combatted the democracy was 
in hostility to the extension of slav- 
ery into the territories. Most of the 
opponents of the democracy called 
themselves anti-Nebraska men in the 
beginning. Most of them figured 
under that designation at the time 
the congress chosen in 1854 met in 
1855. .The anti-Nebraska men, or 
republicans, had a plurality of the 
house in the congress of 1855-57, but 
not a majority. 
They elected .their 


speakership candidate—and they had 
several candidates before the contest 
ended—after a canvass -lasting sixty- 
one days, the longest struggle for 
that office in the history of the coun- 
try. 
This candidate was Nathaniel 


P. Banks. 


But, of course, the congress which 


met in 1861, at the outbreak of the 
war of secession, had an. immeasur- 
ably larger task than presented it- 
velf to any of its predecessors except 
the one which -met at the beginning 
of Washington's service in 1789. 
Gulled together in extra session by 
President Lincoln, the first of the 
civil war cottgreMe* met on July 4, 
1601, and after Lincoln in his mes-

TABA HILL FARM FOR SALE. 


A Dublin dispatch to the New York 


Sun states that a farm in Tara Hill 
has just been offered for sale that has 
i>n it the ruins of the famous ban- 
queting halls of the kings of Erin, 
the king's chair, the Lia Fail, or 
Stone of Destiny, The hill is there in 
its ancient moorings near the Boyne, 
twenty miles from the sea, and there 
is a bit of grazing ground on a part 
of it which might pass for a farm. 
A parish church (Catholic) -with the 
cemetery, lies on one lower slope and 
a small tavern, for the accommoda- 
tion of tourists, on the other. The 
"ruins" of the Hall are simply two 
long ridges of masonry, almost level 
with the field and scarcely to be 
traced in the grass. 
The "king's 


chair" and the Stone of Destiny des- 
ignate one 
object, for the chair, 


which was removable, was raised 
over the coronation stone. The stone 
is not on Tara Hill today, but is und- 
er the coronation chair of the Eng 
lisli kings at Westminster. It was 
for some cen'turies in Scotland, where 
it was used as the coronation seat 
and known as the Stone and Scone, 
It was the most precious article of 
the loot secured by Edward I. after 
the defeat 
of Wallace in the thir- 


teenth century. 


There is, however, a curious, obelis- 


cal, unhewn stone, about four feet 
high, on Tara Hill that deceived as 
careful 
an antiquarian as George 


Petrie fifty years Ago, and that gives 
the tourist of today a thrill, at firtfl 
sight, and a pang afterward. How 
it came there or when no one knows 
and it may have been placed there by 
some dispossessed chief or wandering 
bard, who dreamed of restoring the 
ancient glory of Tara. 
There has 


been a great deal of talk of the Irish 
societies purchasing Tara Hill, turn- 
ing it into a national park and re- 
storing the Hall as a 'museum of 
irish antiquities.

Piece toy piec 
the decks are being pulled up, beam 
and timbers separated and piled u 
on the pier, ready to be stowed away 
into the holds of huge steamers, there 
to remain until once more put to 
gether in Hong Kong. From there 
they v/ill be towed across the China 
sea, down the Luzon coast and into 
Manila harbor. 


Large steamers cannot approach 


within two miles of the shore in 
Manila bay. For this reason it ha 
always been necessary to send ou 
cascos, or lighters, in which the car 
goes are transported up the Pasig 
river to the city. 
These cascos are 


small and clumsy, and are owned by 
individual natives, who will not work 
until their supply of casn runs short 
The iron canal boats are capable of 
holding five or six times more cargi 
than any casco, and the nineteen to 
gether could put all the cascos of 
Manila harbor into their holds.—Kcv/ 
York Tribune.

ALCHEMY OF JACK FROST. 


Who has nc't bosn enraptured by 


the delicate, lace-like tracery that 
Jack Frost weaves upon the window 
panes or the feathery beauty of hoar 
frost in a patch of shrubbery? The 
prosaic statement that all these pic- 
tures are produced by the freezing of 
moisture is not an adequate descrip- 
tion of an agent that has the power 
of adorning in a few hours such 
prosaic objects as gate po^ts and dust 
bins with all the trappings of fairy- 
land. Moisture is, in deed, the fabric 
out of which all this feathery white- 
ness is built up, but although it 
seems sometimes as if it is distrib- 
uted in a very capricious manner 
there are nevertheless certain definite 
circumstances which, ^ause the hoar 
frost to settle down on some surface 
rather than -others. 


On any cold and frosty morning it 


will usually be found that those sur- 
faces that are the best radiators of 
heat are also those that are the most 
successful in collecting hoar frost. 
It is not always realized, however, 
that all objects are continually ra- 
diating heat, so that, no matter how 
much, they may receive from the sun, 
they are constantly trying to get rid 
of it. A fern leaf or a stone may 
perhaps receive generous supplies of 
heat during the day, but as soon as 
night comes it hurries to spend m 
radiate it, and the object that is 
quickest at this work will the 
soonest become covered in hoar frost, 


Everyone has observed 
'how the 


moisture from the air will settle on 
the -outside of a glass of cold watei 
brought suddenly into a warm room 
A similar process takes place in the 
open air, so that as the currents of 
moist air travel over surfaces that 
are very cold they pay tribute 
in 


drops of vapov 
wliich 
in warm 


weather takes the form of dew and in 
cold of lioar frost. Moisture, there- 
fore, plays a very important part in 
the development of these hoar-frost 
picture's, but there must not be too 
much of it. Some of the most deli 
cate designs occur during the preva 
lence of mist or liaze, and in towns 
especially it is no uncommon thing 
for a choking* "brumous fog to be in 
some degree compensated1 for by a 
subsequent display of copious hoar 
frost.

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OLD TIME CHRISTMAS. 


Puritanical Gloominess of tfce 


Bay Has Departed— A* It 
Once was in Boston. 


••t•••*•»*•••*•»••••••••• 


!The observance of Ohiletmae in 


New England nowadays is in mark- 
ed contrast witU that in the days of 
the puritans. Now it is a day devot- 
ed to feasting and good cheer, nup- 
tial-knot tying, theatergoing ami 
bacchanalian revels; then it wa» one 
of the most holy days of the year and 
any worldly doings subjected the gay 
to a fins and possibly imprisonment 
in the log lock-up. 
j - 
. < 


The first indication of Christmas- 


keeping was regarded as the appear- 
ance of an arch enemy, It was fcn 
the second season of -the pilgrims' 
life at Plymouth that pious old* Gov- 
ernor Bradford detected it and re- 
corded: 
"Some new company ex- 


cused themselves from work on that 
day, saying it went against their 
consciences." 


The governor excused them, saying 


that he would spare them until they 
were better informed. But returning 
at midday and finding them playing 
the game of "stoolball" in the streets, 
h* told them it was Against his con- 
science -that they should play and 
vtbers work, and so made them stop 
their game and go their way. 


Had they been disposed to ob- 


serve the anniversary 
in the true 


spirit of the English holy day and 
not descended to "wanton bacchana- 
lian" revels they might have been 
dealt with more tenderly. It was the 
mingling of sports with religious 
service that the pilgrims had con- 
demned in old England and tihey 
were bound to keep it out of New En- 
gland. 


The Plymouth colony <had the sym- 


pathy of fthe Massachusetts bay or 
Boston colony in the struggle to keep 
out Christmas, and as long as the 
congregational order of church gov- 
ernment held they were fairly suc- 
cessful. But at length the Christmas 
sentiment crept in and there seemed 
to be no other (hope of suppressing 
it but by working the strong arm of 
the law. 


MUST NOT KEEP CHUISTMAS. 
Hence, in 16S9 the colonial court 


gave much time to the consideration 
of the growing evil, which /they 
thought was threatening to destroy 
the colony, and took action, On the 
musty old records it is found dtyled: 


"An act for the preventing disord- 


er^ arising in several places within 
''this jurisdiction by reason of some 
*U1! observing au,ch festivals as were 
sjlfwifctitiottsly kept in other coun- 
tries1, to the great dishonor of God 
and offense to others." 


It was therefore Ordered by this 


colonial -court and the authority 
thereof that "whosoever shall be 
found observing- any such day as 
Christmas or the like either by for- 
bearing of labor, 
feasting or any 


other way* upon any such accounts 
aforesaid, • every such pereon so of- 
fending shall pay for every such of- 
f ease 5 shillings * as a fine to the 


But then, as now, it required 


lie sentiment to mak« law effectual, 
and when the leading opponents to 
Christmas were trying hand to cre- 
ate that general sentiment they re* 
ceived a setback by th^'conaing of the 
Huguenots from Trance. 


*Ehey were widely different from 


the puritans in habits <and religious 
beliefs. They were buoyant and 
cheerful in their natures and brought 
religious convictions (that were none 
the less firm because accompanied by 
certain pliancy in things not regard- 
ed as of vital importance, Their 
mother tongue was French, and, al- 
though Protestants, <tihejr could not 
aftrimdl&t* with the puritan element, 
iience they early formed their o'wm 
^church and bad their own clergymen. 
€*hia was tolerated in general, but 
soon they began to have a Christmas 
observance. 


Judgt Samuel Sewiall, then the 


leading man and historian of the col- 
ony, sit that time made record of (his 
action in this way: 
"This day I 


spoke with Mr. Newman about his 
partaking with the French church on 
the 3&th of December, on account of 
its being Christmas, as they abusive- 
Jy call it." 
_ 


FIOH1T IIS VEET BITTJUK. 


The Huguenots, represented in Bos* 


ton by' the Faueuil family and others 


Chrietma* in their way, despite the 
advice so freely given aiud 00 often 
Vfeftpped in. 
Judge Sewali put all 


foils' day and Ohrit tmas in tht sum* 
pernicious list. At length the time 
came wtoen tluss opponents, the 
judge in particular, derived Uhcar 
only satisfaction in tiying to stem 
the Christmas annivtrsary tide by 
retiring to thcdr houses and quietly 
watching the movements of the peo- 
ple. 


Thus it 
was on Dec. 25, 16S5, 


Judge Sawall noted in his records 
with appartnt deligfct: "Cants canie 
to town and shops open as usual. 
Some observe somefcow the day, but 
are vexed. I believe that *he body 
of people profane it; blessed be^Goti, 
no authority as yet to compel them 
to keep it." 


CHANGE ISv SHORTLY MADE. 
There was a Christina's boom, how- 


ever, a f&w years later, when Sir 
Edmund Andros 
came to Boston* 


Coming with 
royal authority, he 


was determined to assert his rig'ht in 
ecclesiastical as well as in civic af- 
fairs. He landed Dec. 20, 1686, and 
proceeded to make preparations for 
a ^Christmas festival, such as he was 
in the habit of pavticipa'ting in while 
at home in England. But 'he soon 
k'arngd tttat he (bad people to deal 
with wfao had minds of their own j 
and would not grant diim, although 
the representative of the king, one 
of the puritan meeftiug houses in 
U'hach to 'hold the service. Shrewd 
men prompted him to steer clear of 
ant open rupture thus early, and 
Christmas day, Which came on Sat- 
urday, was observed at the town 
house. 


That 
celtbrattion in the Boston 


town house 214 years ago was doubt- 
less tlie first Christmas calibration 
wtih legal sanction <and in a formal 
way ever held in Bos/ton. But it had 
come to sfeay, as "had the ritualistic 
church, and to Andros may be given 
the crtdi't of having set the anniver- 
sary on a Arm foundation, although 
his official career was brief. 


But- all opposition was mot yet 


overcome. 
The firslt king's chapel 


was soon built and then the Christ- 
mas keepers 'had a right to expect a 
peaceable observance wittoln tlh« walls 
of their own house of worship, but 


&t> gt^eat WAS the puritan contempt 
that the lawless crowd, taking cour- 
age from the determined opposition 
of g-ood men, went so far as to sur- 
round tibfe wooden chapel and smash 
the wind-ows. 


Judge Sewall, in 
recording the 


gvathering of the "mob** and the sub- 
sequent n&ting, expressed 'but little 
sorrow *t£iat "they broke the windows 
in King's chapel when the Chiistinas 
celebration was in progress/7 and 
records in 1667, "shops «>re open and 
carts and sleds conie to town with 
wood and fagots as formerly, save 
wthafc -abatement may be allowed on 
account of the weatfaer." 


When legislation and flogging 


failed to suppress the Christmas ob- 
servance the clergymen took the sub- 
ject up in the pulpit and exercised 
tlU'ir official authority, which was 
but little inferior to law, and often 
coupled with it. 


SQUIRE'S WIFE IS BBAVE. 


Mrs. 
Ina Hadley, the wife of the 


village 'squire, attended the anni- 
versary otoaervance privately held by 
two'poor Germans living upon her 
jhu^band's estate, being prompted by 
a desire to extend sympathy to tliose 
people so far away from their kin 
and country. This WAS the occasion 
of a great uproar in the community 
and Uhe woman inras shunned by lier 
n<eig'nbors as if infected by contagion, 
and the 'parson, with the elders, after 
giving the offender a trial and find- 
ing her guilty, gave as their verdict 
thait die be excommunicated from 
the churdh. And this was at a time 
wtien sudh an act meant little less 
than ostracism for life. 
"it was in Boston that the first 
Christmas sermon from a New Eng- 
land' pulpit was preached. It waK 
December 25, 171&, by Bev. Cotton 
Mather. After a general discussion 
of the them* he made a special ap- 
plication after the following man- 
ner: 


" 'Tis an evident affront unto the 


grace of God for men to make the 
birth, of our -holy Savior an encour- 
agement and an occasion for very 
holy enormities. 
Can you, in your 


consciences, think that our holy Sa- 
vior is» honored by mirth, by long 
eating, by hard drinking, by lewd 
gaming, by rude reveling, by a mass 


rife long aft«r the real 
observance by the churches w«* tol- 
erated. 
In 1753, when Judg€ 


Sewall's son Jottph was patter of 
the old South church, the people of 
hi» flock voted to allow the wor- 
shipers of King's chapel, whose house 
of worship had been burned, to have 
their Christmas festival in the old 
South on the condition that they 
would not decorate it with spruce or 
other 
green 
or 
any 
"seditious 


badges/' 


When the Christmas victory was 


gained then the sentiment grew rap- 
idly, but it was not until 1856 that 
Christmas was made a legal holiday 
in Massachusetts. 
The legislative 


act legalizing the holiday did not in- 
dicate that the observance of the day 
was general in those times, and, in 
fact, it was several years later before 
the day had any peculiar significance 
to many of the people of New Eng- 
land. 
Since then it has been cus- 


tomary to hold family reunions at 
the old homestead, with feasts of 
roast turkey and spare rib, pumpkin 
pie and cider, while in the cities 
theater parties are in vogue and 
wedding bells ring out more numer- 
ously than in times past. 


The good cheer of the day is freely 


dispensed among the poor and unfor- 
tunate, as well as the lawbreakers, 
and in hospital and jail there are 
joyous times, with 
merry music, 


happy greetings of friends and the 
general 
distribution of tokens oi 


friendship and esteem, Santa Claus 
is still the children's friend, but the 
mythical yarns that were once spun 
by the yard to amuse the youngsters 
don't go with the rising generation 
whose bump of inquisitiveness is 
amazingly large. 


And so adieu, 
a la Benjamin 


Franklin—"A good conscience is a 
continual Christmas."

and <tft» devout and determined Judge 
Bewail had no power taft for hint 
to ex«rci*» but Mutt of moral sua- 
sion, duly s«a«>iupd 
witfc twtporal

MANILA'S NEW POLICE. 


The act reorganizing the police 


lepaitment of Manila makes liberal 
provisions for all branches of the ser- 
vice and furnishes a basis 
upon 


vhich can be built up the most ef- 
fective force the city has ever had. 
Much of the preliminary work has 
already been done and the rest is in 
condition to be completed rapidly. 
Radical changes have been made and 
new feautres introduced, the most 
salient being the combining of the 
native department with the Ameri- 
can, but in different classes. 


The old native police force is abol- 


ished, and an entirely new enlist- 
ment will be made, in which merit 
alone will bs considered. However, 
af the 380 men on the old li&t 200 
have passed the examination and will 
be first on the list of the new force, 
Much care was exercised in, weeding 
out the incompetents from the old 
orowd, and their number was sur- 
prisingly large* Many of them were 
aot at all bright, mentally, and had 
Uttle else to recommend them. 


The fluent use of the Spanish Ian-1 


guage was made a prerequisite for 
enlistment in the new force. A fea- 
ture of Chief Curry's plans for the 
aative police, which will have a po- 
tent effect on their future useful- 
ness, is the incorporation' of a higher 
grade, known as second class, to 
which they may become eligible as 
3oon as they can acquire a fair work- 
ing knowledge of the English lan- 
guage. This does not mean a thor- 
>ugh mastery of it, but just enough 
to understand simple questions as 
are likely to be asked of policemen, 
uid the aWlity to answer them intel- 
ligibly.

ing but English will be taught 
It 


will be opened under the guidance 
3f an instructor who has had wide 
experience in such fields. He will 
not follow ithe ordinary method of 
teaching it grammatically, but will 
endeavor to gi«e a direct knowledge 
tf the language as it is used ou the 
streets, by the masses. He will teach 
the words and sentences most likely 
to be needed by policemen in giving 
information about streets, etc. 


As fast as the native members 


learn to speak a little English they 
will be promoted to the second class, 
wilh an increase of 25 per cent, in 
salary. While attendance at these 
^choojs will not be obligatory, those 
who show no disposition tp improve 
themselves will be called from the 
force, and room made for more am- 
bitious men. In all things a desire 
to learn, and a proper pride in the 
force will be given due weight and 
encouragement,

This is what the strenuous Roose- 


velt advised tho 
wavering young 


lav/yer to do: 


"If I were you I would hung out 


my shingle and get a case, I don't 
care how you get it. Your own, wits 
ought to find one at least which no 
other lawyer has. I wouldn't take u 
justice-shop case, either. I'd find -a 
case that was right up in the regular 
courts and -which possessed some 
merit. I wouldn't take it for noth- 
ing, either, or on. a contingency. 
I 


would have a decent fee attached to 
it. In other words, I -would have as 
many respectable features attached 
to the case as possible under the 'Cir- 
cumstances. 


"Having got that case," continued 


Roosevelt, "I would try it as if it 
were the last case I ever expected .to 
have or which would ever be in the 
courts. I would not make a nuisance 
of. myself. You 
know 
enough to 


avoid that, but you can be so persist- 
ent that you will win the respect of

30, just after Washington took the 
oath of office, the cannon at the bat- 
tery, near New York's southern, ex- 
tremity, pealed out the first presi- 
dential salute, the government of the 
United States came into physical ex- 
stence. 
The particular function of the flrst 


congress was to construct the frame- 
work of the government. This it did 
with such wisdom that the lines laid 
down then have, during 
the 112 


years which have passed since, been 
maintained with but slight change, 
meeting the demands of a territorial 
and industrial expansion which no- 
body could have foreseen then, and 
standing the strain of foreign and 
civil war. 
The same congress pro- 


posed the first ten amendments to 
the constitution, the so-called "bill 
of .rights,'' which caine so early that 
they may be virtually 
considered 


part of the original charter. 
All of 


them were 
recommended 
by one 


state or another in their conventions 
of 1787-;88, in taking action on the 
constitution, and ratification in the 
case b£ some of the states had been 
brought by a promise on the part of 
the constitution's 
advocates 
that 


these amendments would be urged. 
Relative to its aggregate member- 
ship, there were more distinguished 
men in the first congress than were in 
any of its successors. Virginia, the 
greatest of the states of that age, 
had in the senate Richard Henry Lee, 
the man who in the continental con- 
gress moved 
the resolution 
under 


which the Declaration o£ Independ- 
ence was drawn, and -who, save for 
illness in his family which compelled 
his temporary absence from congress, 
would have been, instead of Jeffer- 
son, the chairman of the committee 
which framed it, nnd doubtless, in- 
stead oC Jefferson, would* havo been 
its chief author. 
Another of Vir- 


ginia's senators in that first congress 
was James Monroe, the fifth presi- 
dent of the United States. The lead- 
er of the 
house of representatives 


was another of Virginia's illustrious 
sons, James Kadison, the "father 


overwhelmingly in the «cextd*nt'ln

Dr. M. A. Stein, of London, who 


has recently explored Chinese Tur- 
kestan and brought to light an im- 
mense quantity of interesting relics 
of a dead and forgotten civilization, 
has been interviewed regarding his 
travels and explorations. 
Some of 


the objects which 'he has in his col- 
lection have been buried in the sands 
of the desert for 2,000 years. 
In 


speaking of these and other inter- 
esting things which he unearthed, 
Dr. Stein said: 


"A full investigation of the sculp- 


ture, fresco painting1, objects of in- 
dustrial art and seals, etc., which 
were dug- out of the temples and 
dwelling* houses of sand-buried sites 
will help us to resuscitate the civili- 
zation of a region which has played 
an important part in history as the 
link between ancient China and In- 
dia and the classical west. 


"Now, for the first time, have been 


brought to light some aspects of the 
everyday life, the home industries 
and arts of the inhabitants of the 
villages and settlements of Chinese 
Turkestan, which were abandoned in 
the early centuries after the begin- 
ning of the Christian era and have- 
since been buried under moving sand 
dunes. 


"No doubt can be entertained that 


the inahbitants of these places were 
in possession of a culture mainly 
derived from India, and that they 
were Buddhists. My excavations go 
to prove that their culture was high- 
ly advanced and that the art in- 
fluences of Greece and Kome were 
felt at even that great distance from 
the centers of classical culture. 


"Khotan is* I should say, about 


half way between Pekin and western 
Europe. Possibly the most striking 
excavations I made were at a site 
in the heart of the desert north of 
Niya, where one settlement was ex- 
posed, covering with its scattered 
dwellings and shrines an area of 
about six miles by four. 


"Of special interest were the refuse 


heaps which we unearthed near some 
ruined houses, apparently tenanted 
by village officials—kind 
of 'waste 


paper* baskets, containing hundreds 
of documents, beautifully written on 
wooden tablets and 
carefully tied 


and sealed. Owing to the preserva- 
tive nature of the sand many of these 
were in splendid condition.—the ink 
as black and the seals and strings 
as perfect as if they were only a few 
weeks old. 


"As these documents are in a 


known Indian script, their decipher- 
ment can be expected to reveal in a 
fascinating manner many of the de- 
tails of the ancient village life. But 


When working upon a complicated 
pattern the foreman of the loom—a 
boy about 14 years of age-walks up 
and down, calling out in, a curious 
monotone the number of stitches and 
the colors of the threads to be used. 
The Persian rugs and carpets are 
made by hand throughout, and none 
but vegetable or natural dyes are 
employed. It is to this fact that the 
longevity aud durability of the Per- 
sian rugs are attributable, especially 
in connection with the olorings.

WBAVINO PERSIAN CARPETS. 


A replica of the famous carpet from 


the mosque of Ardabil, which is now 
preserved in the South Kensington 
museum, London, is being made at 
Tabreez, Persia, the center of the 
carpet-making industry of that coun- 
try. The flowering and designing of 
this carpet are absolutely unique. A 
hand-painted design of the original 
has been furnished to the Persian 
weavers, and so skillfully is the work 
being carried out that it is stated 
by the English consul general that 
when completed it will be equal in 
every respect to the original carpet, 
so faithfully is the work being re- 
produced, both with regard to color- 
ing and detail, 
says the Scientific 


American* 


The carpet is being woven by boys 


ranging from 8 to 12 years of age. 
They sit in serried rows before their 
looms. Their method of procedure is 
to pull the wool from a reel suspend- 
ed above their heads in their left 
hands, and, with a flat knife provided 
with a crooked point in their right, 
da&h the thread, with three move- 
ments, though the web strings, hook 
it into the desired knot, cut off the 
surplus ends and start another knot. 
The work is carried out with such

rapidity that it is al- 


most impossible to follow the move- 
ments oi the weavers.

gress. Here are some of its conse- 
quences: 
By putting 
the slavery 


question at the front it destroyed the 
partisan affiliation between the west 
and the south; it started1 an. armed 
struggle in Kansas between the free 
and the slave states; it killed the 
whig party by driving its southern 
end through the half-way houses of 
the know-nothings (American) party 
of 1856 and the constitutional union 
party of 1860 over to the democracy; 
it united the free sailers, the aboli- 
tionists, a majority of the northern 
whigs, a'large element of the north- 
ern democrats and most of the north- 
em kn'ow-nothings in a new organ- 
ization. pledged to fight slavery ex- 
tension, which called itself the re- 
publican party; it split the democ- 
racy in 1860, thus giving the repub- 
licans a victory which sent the south 
out of the union, 
precipitated the 


war, overthrew slavery and put a 
solid north, and a solid south in poli- 
tics, and kept them in until a very 
recent day. 


•An immediate consequence of the 


enactment of the Kansas-Nebraska 
law of 1854 was the defeat in the 
conges-sional elections of that year 
of the party which was responsible 
for that law and the triumph of the 
•party (the republican) 
which that 


law created. In the presidential elec- 
tion of 18553 Pierce carried all 
the 


states except four. In the congres- 
sional election of 1854 Pierce's party 
was beaten Tiy a new organization 
which was not heard of or thought 
of at the time that the Kansas-Ne- 
braska bill OTIS first framed. 
The 


new party did not take the- republi- 
can name immediately. It drew from 
all the other parties and there was 
no agreement on. the question of a 
name at the outset. 
The only bond 


of union between all these elements 
which combatted the democracy was 
in hostility to the extension of slav- 
ery into the territories. 
Most of the 


opponents of the democracy called 
themselves anti-Nebraska men. in the 
beginning. Most of them figured 
under that designation at the time 
the congress choaen in 1854 met in 


/ 
1855. 
The anti-Nebraska men. or 


republicans, had a plurality of the 
house in the congress of 1855-o7, but 
not a majority. 
They elected 'their 


spR^kcrsbip candidate — and they had 
several candidates before the contest 
ended— after a canvass lasting- sixly- 
ono days, the longest struggle for 
that office in the history of the coun- 
try. 
This candidate was Nathaniel 


P. Banks. 


But, of course, the congress which 


met in 1861, at the outbreak of ths 
war of secession, had an immeasur- 
ably larger task than presented it- 
self to any of its predecessors except 
the one which mot at the beginning 
of Washington's 
service in 
1789. 


Called together ia extra session by 
President Lincoln, the first of the 
civil war congresses met on July 4. 
1861, and after Lincoln, in his mes- 
sage told about tho war and asked 
means to make it short and decisive, 
congrsss started -vigorously to work.

6, just thirty-three days, but in no

TARA HILL FARM FOR SALE. 


A Dublin dispatch to the "N&w Yor 


Sun states that a farm iu Tarn HI 
has just been offered for sale that ha 
on it the ruins of the famous ban-1 
quoting halls of the kings of Erin,' 
the king's chair, the 
Lia Fail, or 


Stone of Destiny. The hill is there in 
its ancient moorings near the Bayng, 
twenty miles from the sea, nnd there 
is a bit of grazing ground on a part 
of it which might pass for a farm. 
A parish church (Catholic) with the 
cemetery, lies 011 one lower slope and 
a small tavern, for the accommoda- 
tion of tourists, on the other. 
Tho 


"ruins" of the Hall are simply two 
long ridges of masonry, almost level 
•with the field and 
scarcely lto be 


traced in the grass. 
The "king's 


chair" and the Stane of Destiny des- 
ignate one object, 
for 
-the chair, 


which was removable, was raised 
over the coronation stone. Tlie stone 
is not on Tara Hill today, but is und- 
er the catenation chair of the Eng- 
lish kings at Westminster. It was 
for some cen'turies in Scotland, where 
it was used as the coronation seat 
and known as the Stone and Scone. 
It was the most precious article of 
the loot secured by Edward I. after 
the defeat 
of Wallace in the thir- 


teenth century. 


There is, however, a curious, obelis- 


cal, unhewn stone, about four feet 
high, on Tara Hill that deceived as 
careful 
an antiquarian 
as George

CANAL BOATS GO TO MANILA.! 


The easy-going native bargmen of 


Manila bay will experience some- 
thing like surprise when, 
si few 


months hence, they see towed into 
their harbor nineteen Erie 
can:il 


boats, sent by the Philippine Trans- 
portation 
company. • For 
several 


years these barges have been in use 
on the Eric canal. Now they have 
•been towed over to the Morgan iron 
works, at Ninth street and the East 
river, where they are being carefully 
pulled apart preparatory to shipping 
them to the orient. Piece 'by piece 
the decks are beii;e nulled up, beams 
and timbers separated and piled up 
on the pier, ready to be stowed away 
into the holds of huge steamers, 'there 
to remain until once more put to- 
gether in Hong Kong. From there 
they v/ill be towed across the China 
sea, down tiie Luzcn coast raid into 
Manila harbor. 


Large steamers cannot approach 


within two miles of the shore in 
Manila bay. For this reason it ha* 
always been necessary to send out 
cascos, or lighters, in which the car- 
goes are transported up the Pasig 
river to the city. 
These cascos are 


small and clumsy, and are owned by 
individual natives, who will not work 
until their supply of casn runs short. 
The iron canal boats are capable of 
holding five or six times more cargo 
than any casco. nnd the nineteen to- 
gether could put all the cnscos of 
Manila harbor into their holds.—New 
York Tribune.

Golden text—Romans viii,, 31: "If 


God be for us who cau be against 
Us?" 
-• 
-• 


This golden text is eminently ap- 


plicable to the wliole series of twelve 
lessons in the quarter. Go ahead of 
God, as it may seem to us ;we 
sometimes going, and very apt are 
vre -to go Astray. It is when He goes 
ou and we follow that our goings are 
upheld, and a good end assured. Por 
"if God be for us, who can be against 
usp" 


What our God ordains must cer- 


tainly come to pass. Rebel as man 
may against the apparent preferences 
which God shows for some men, noth- 
ing' can defeat his plan. Much re- 
sentment has been expressed at the 
teaching that he ordains whatsoever 
'comes to pass. And yet modern 
scholarship is loud in declaring 'that, 
as their doctrine of determinism 
teaches, whatever is involved in the 
plan of nature will evolve in the op- 
erations of nature. 


Write God in 'the places in which 


they write the term nature and there 
is no difference between the teaching 
of natural science and the ancient 
teachings of foreordination. As to 
the name of the dogma, scientific or 
theological, it matters not™the bot- 
tom fact is that when Gtod is for any- 
thing and anyone, then nothing can 
be against him. 


LESSON IN JOSEPH'S LIPE, 
Joseph sold into Egypt, the story 


in our first lesson (Genesis xxxvii., 
12-36) forcibly illustrates this fact 
of our faith. Joseph was the pet of 
his old father, Jacob, the "son of his 
old age," and, as we are wont to 
phrase it, he -was rather 
a spoiled 


boy* He had a dream in 'which he 
saw, as by prophetic vision, that he 
would become supreme or superior 'to 
any of his family 
»oircle (chapter 


xxxvii., 1-11), and he so far lacked 
modesty and self-control as to pa- 
rade his prospects until his "brethren 
hated him." 


For this Joseph paid dearly, favor- 


ite of heaven 'though he was* There 


1 was no inter position of Providence 


to prevent him buffering lor. his fol- 
ly. And. in this we discern the gen- 
eral principle that modesty is better 
than display, no difference how much 
warrant one may have for strutting 
as a high stepper. But 'the Lord of 
our lives does not turn us down for 
one or two acts of folly. And while 
/poor Joseph was given up to sore suf- : 
f ering the Lord did not leave him. 


Among hsart saddening things \ 


there is none more so than where one j 
cannot get along with relatives, as-! 
sociatos and neighbors. The natur- 
ally unpopular people are sore suffer- 
ers. Said a lady of high estate and 
ample wealth to me recently: 
"I 


would give all I own df by that I 
could learn how to become a favorite 
with others. As it is, I am natur- 
ally disliked by about everybody, and 
that, too, notwithstanding the efforts 


11 make to please." Possibly she fails 
where Joseph did, an self-suppres- 
sion. Perhaps she is too fond of tell- 
ing of her accomplishments, or her 
family* 


This, however, -we keep in memory 


that 
God stood 
by Joseph. 
His 


brethren hated him, conspired to 
murder him, dropped him into a well 
to die, and then sold him to a passing 
caravan of merchants. But "if God 
be for us who can be against us" to 
affect us evilyP 


How much Joseph, tnough young, 


was a man of God comes to view in 
the second lesson, Joseph in Prison 
(Genesis xxxix., 20-40), where he 
meets a test of moral character fwith 
a fortitude unsurpassed. 
The story 


should be committed to memory by 
every young man. At least some out- 
line like the following should stand 
cleair in all young minds: 


SOLD INTO 'SLAVERY. 


That is, Joseph was sold into slav- 


ery aoid became a bondman in the 
palace of Potiphar,. high officer in 
Pharaoh's court* 
Potiphar had a 


•wife, whose love went out in law- 
less longings to the young slave- 
servant, 
and in her husband's ab- 


sence she solicited Joseph to commit 
sin with her. We think, and correct- 
ly think, of that age and 
environ- 


ment as being degraded in mo-rald 
and dissolute in practice. But wheth 
er the average young man of twenty 
in Chicago or Boston would have re- 
ateted the temptation which Joseph 
resisted and so have come out clear 
and clean is a question we would fear 
to answer in the affirmative. 


•His most morally, manly reply to 


the flattering solicitation was in 
words that crown his character with 
all that the purest religion can con 
fer: "How can <G*n. *x*ix, 9) I do 
this great wickedness and aim against 
God?" Not against the gods of 
Egypt did he mean. Again* the act 
the idok would JWT* awfe i» ccrm- 


it But ItMpfc'f God 


slave in Potiphar's service had such 
reverence for the true God that 
it 


nerved him to say "No" in circum- 
stances where not one in a thous- 
and of young men among- us would 
have clone likewise. 


EFFECT OF PRISON LIFE. 


By this event in Potiphar's house 


we come to understand and appreci- 
ate the uprightness of Joseph and 
prepared to observe him in prison. 
The wicked wife of Potiphar wreaked 
her revenge on him for refusing her 
requests and got him degraded ill his 
master's estimate and imprisoned 
with common felons. 


Of all offensive odors the smell of 


a prison is the most repulsive. Pov- 
erty odor is revolting enough, but *f 


beggar takes a few baths and is 


dressed in sweet, clean clothes his ac- 
ceptance in society is hopefully as- 
sured. 
But neither soap nor sweet 


waters, nor new raiment can rid ono 
who has been behind jail bars for bad 
conduct of the foul effects. 


Meanwhile, to be in prison does not 


besmirch every victim. 
Paul was in 


the Phil5ppian jail and in the 
dungeon, his feet made fast in the 
stocks, but it never followed him as 
a disgrace. 
He was for years a 


chained prisoner in Borne. But the 
world has never cast that in the teeth 
of his illustrious career. 


John Banyan spent sixteen years 


in Bedford Jail. But instead of it de- 
meaning him in the estimation of 
worthy men, it is pointed to as a 
proverbial incident in his glorious 
life, for in jail he wrote "The Pil- 
:rim's Progress." 


JOSEPH IS EXALTED. 


And in the case of Joseph, the 


prison became the gateway to un- 
paralleled respect and renown, as the 
third lesson piece will show us, It 
:s: "Joseph Exalted" (Genesis xii, 
38-49). 
Every step was a step up 


n this paragon youth began to 


mount the steps of fame. The only 
one he asked to aid him was (Genesis 


14) the butler, whose dream 


Joseph interpreted promising 
him 


restoration to the king's favor. This 
butler might have spoken a "good 
word for the Hebrew fellow prisoner, 
but once free himself he quickly for- 
got his benefactor. 


"Put not your trust in princes, nor 


in the sons of men," said the 
psalmist. 
Selfishness ^absorbs 
so 


much of what most people have to 
do that reliance on others is a vain 
dependence. 
Joseph's reliance was' 


>n God, and that failed 'him not. In- 
deed, with God for him nothing ob- 
structed his upward stride until he 
was prime minister at Pharaoh's 
court, and sat at elbows with the 
monarch in his throneroom. 


God does not need every one who it? 


as worthy in character as this great 
son of Jacob on uppermost seats of 
earthly distinction. 
There are not 


enough seats to go around. But to 
the extent that He can use us He is 
certain to exalt worth and reward 
ability. 


Whatever came of the weak and 


wicked woman who allured him to 
what would have been his fatal 
downfall, we do not know, but many 
a time we may imagine Joseph say- 
ing: "Thanks be to God that He was 
far me in the moment of peril, and 
broke the charm of the temptress," 
For after that danger point had been 
passed and he became a prisoner and 
had opportunity to display his fidel- 
ity and fitness in the prison, as the 
record shows, the sunlight shone 
brighter and brighter into the per- 
:ect day—the day when in all the 
realm there was not so great a man 
as Joseph, save the potentate him- 
self. "If God be for us, who can Le 
against us?" 


CHILDHOOD OF MOSES. 


In using this review hour, I think 


it would be, well here to skip forward 
to the seventh lesson—the childhood 
of Moses—Exodus ii., 1-10. 
The 


golden text is excellent and quite 
pertinent to the present flurry on 
jhild training. "Train up a child in 
the way she should go, and when he is 
old he will not depart from it"— 
Proverbs xxii., 6. 


Not a little of the current literature 


on child training shows smart theor- 
izing with a small measure of prac- 
ticalness* Lately we listened to -in 
educator, who occupies the presidency 
of one of our highest seats of learn- 
ing, 
talking 
on child , training. 


Among other 
sage 
suggestions, 


speaking on giying religious instruc- 
tions to a child, this gentleman ad- 
vised that no mention of anything of 
the nature of religion should be 
mooted until the child is 0 years old. 
Then the stories in the Old Testa- 
ment may be read as mental enter 
tainnient, but no ethical discipline re 
attempted by their use 


Not until between 10 and 11 years 


of age did he consider it judicious 
to touch ffhe New Testament, and 
then, for a year or two, nothing but 
parable stork* and t'bose of the child- 
hood of Jesus should be brought to 
tftt atttenftioa of youth. 


KoUffrtdl, 


know thrt.fourof 
ttrattft 


lived became the subjects of grace 
ia almost their infant years. And as 
for being 'able to grasp intellectually 
ths great truths of God, as Father, 
Savior and 
Comfoi lev, we nave 


known children of ft years who had 
a more spiritual apprehension of 
them than some university professors 
of our acquaintance. 


This fad for child training as a 


topic of platform talk 
and college 


teaching may do for pedagogy, but 
not very well for bringing up a 
Hoses. The childhood of Mosss had 
the only safe trainer, his mother, 
JoclK'bed, His father, Amrom, does 
net appear to have counted for much. 


A MOTHER'S INFLUENCE/ 


But, -as in other instances, we wot 


of, one good mother, a woman with 
grace and gumption, will more safely 
train a child wisely tfcari a whole fac- 
ulty of professional experts, antl a 
bad day would it be for the child 
of the future if yie rules for relig- 
ious training referred to above should 
be adopted and practiced. 


When Moses, hid in the bull- 


rushes, -was liable to die, and his sis- 
ter Miriam was keeping watch, and 
the daug'hter of Pharaoh found the 
infant, fttti lam's tnot in getting the 
nwrthev for nurse was not more than 
Jochebed's skill 'and grace to guide 
her child, which seems to have grown 
up in the palace to full manhood un- 
der har influence. Depend upon it, 
if she ha'd said no'thing to Moses 
uri-til he -WAS <a full sized lad -absut j 
the .religion of the fathers of Israel, 
by the lime he became <a man Hoses 
would have mosb likely been a full- 
fledged idolator. 


As it was, When he was 40 years 


old, and began to meditate on the 
needs of his Hebrew brertihren, there 
was no love for heathenism that 
could hold him to Pharaoh's court. 
And so (Hebrews, xi,, 24-27) "When 
he was grown up he refused to be 
called the son of Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter. 
Ha ehose to bear reproach, as 


one of the Hebrew people,'-' account- 
ing the reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures of Egypt. It 
was true child training, and tbfit 
alone, from which such results could 
arise. 


In What remains of time for review 


I would refresh the mind by refer- 
erices to the tenth lesson. 


MOSES AND PHARAOH. 


. Moses and Pharaoh: Exodus 3d., 
1-10. 
The two * characters, rather 


than exactly 'tfoa events of tihe Ki., 
1-10, 'as exhibiting the two, may be- 
profitably -thought upon* This Pha- 
raoh was called Mineptaih, and was 
less of a man titan Jameses II., his 
father, called the Pharaoh of oppres- 
sion. But as in later history there 
was a line of Caesars, so here there 
was a house of Phatraofrs. 
Of them 


we may say they were all tarred with 
the same stick. They wea-e lordly 
idolators, T*1h.o believed in nothing 
so mucfh as in their own supremacy. 


It dd not occur to Pharaoh that 


;-he Lord of whom Mos»?s brought 
him word was any more desea-ving 
of his royal regard than w#re the 
thousand ami one idols whom his 
subjects -stupidly worshiped. 
And 


so when Moses carried him -a mes- 
sage requesting a release of the He- 
brews for a little journey into the 
wilderness -to hold a camp meeting 
the king austerely answered: "Who 
is the Lord that I should (Exodus 
v.f 3) Suarken unto His voice?" "X 
know not the Lord." 


Then began the 
babtle royal be- 


tween the potentate 'of Egypt and 
Jehovah, who had commissioned 
Moses, tthat we have related in the 
story of <tihe plagues. And the whole 
history makes clear tihe fact of di- 
vine omnipaterice as against -human 
presumption. Who can fight against 
Gad and prosper? Moses began the 
battle with nothing ami ended it 
liaving gained everything. Praraoh 
began -wtih every-thing and ended 
with his hosts arid army engulfed in 
the sea. 


HUNGARIAN WALTER SCOTT. 


Henry F. Keenan, in his 
"01<? 


World Themes," in the Era, writes 
concerning Maurus Jokai; 


While musicians and artists have 


always met prompt recognition ir, 
Austria, the writing craft have been 
accorded scant honor at court or in 
the exclusive range of partician so- 
ciety. 
The old Emperor Francis 


Joseph has probably been brought tc 
give more heed to* the value of liter- 
ary work since the late empress made 
so much of literary men. It is due tc 
this that the many-sided writer, 


aururftkai, is to be raised to the 


Austrian peerage. 


Jokai's repute has long been that 


of one of the most voluminous of co- 
temporary waiters. His novels have 
had a phenomenal sale, not only in 
Austria and Hungary, but all over 
the continent. His name is on the 
cover of thirty-five immensely long 
novels. In the dual empire his works 
are sold by the millions, yet until a 
Faris publisher ventured to reprint 
two volumes of his novelettes he was 
scarcely known outside of his own 
country, 
In Hungary especially he 


holds in the popular mind about the 
rank accorded Pouchktne in Russia— 
that is, the creator of Hungarian lit** 
erature. 
One of his rtrongett fic- 


tions, "X*he World Upside Down/ 
made quite M much imprewion in 
Germany a* any of Tolstoi's 


200,000 copies in Hungnty alone. 


To his own countrymen Jokai 


seems exacdy what Walter Scott was 
to the Scottish of half a century ago. 
He has recreated Hungary of the 
heroic epoch and revived the national 
literature 
from 
complete ruin. 


Though intended for the bar, Jokai 
turned to literature in his teens and 
has been writing steadily since 1853, 
He married the most famous actress 
of his country in his youth and extri- 
cated himself from the rather em- 
barrassing role of husband to a celeb- 
rity by making his name a synonym 
of originality both in the press and 
in literature, for he has been a jour- 
nalist all his life, and even now is at 
the head of the chief newspaper of 
Budapest!!. 
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ATTACKED BY A HEROK 


'-Fve hunted everything from gray 


squirrels to grizzlies,'/ said a veteran 
Philadelphia sportsman to a writer 
in the New York Times, "and the 
nearest I ever came to being- seriously 
injured by any sort of game -was one 
time when a wounded bird attacked 
and tried to kill me. 


"I was a boy then and went down 


to a creek that flowed through my 
father's farm to watch for a mink. It 
was early ia the evening and a blue 
heron came aud sat within tempting 
gunshot. I knew it would spoil my 
chances nt mink to shoot the bird, 
aud I didn't intend to do it, but kid- 
like, I raised the gun and toolc aim 
just to see how I could kill it if I 
would, I lowered the gun au-1 then 
raised it again. Every time I :\vsed 
it I would touch the trigger gently. 
After a while I touched it too hard, 
the gun went »ff and I started toward 
the heron, which was wounded. 


"I thought it would be a good 


scheme to catch the bird, and started 
to do so, when its bill shot out like 
a sledge hammer and struck me be- 
tween the eyes. When I canie to my 
senses it was dark, aivd it was sev- 
eral juiuutes longer before I could 
remember where I was or what had 
happened. 
A little harder and the 


bird would have killed me. I shud- 
der even yet when I think what 
would have been the result if the tbill 
had struck one of my eyes.4' 


THE SEEING OF GHOSTS. 


It a man declares that he saw a 


ghost the night before ,H is better 
not to say him nay or to argue with 
him that he might have been mis- 
taken. No one likes to have his word 
or his eyesight called in question, 
and even if one can bring proof that 
the ghost was nothing but a sheet 
flapping in the wind or ti Vhite horse 
coming down the road or a ray of 
moonlight that had got tangled in a 
tree, the wisest plan is to let him 
have his ghost. In this way you 
at least maintain 
a semblance of 


friendship and there is no danger of 
your coming to blows about a matter 
that is of very little importnce in the 
great scale of human life. 


Ghosts are not of much account in 


these days. 
They grew altogether 


too common in some of the 
back 


years of the world's history, so that 
the sensible, practical chap of the 
twentieth century does not think he 
has time to bother with them. After, 
he has made his pile, if he really 
wants a private ghost of his own all 
he has to do is to go to England or 
Scotland, where he .can buy a castle 
with all the ghosts in it he needs for 
a very reasonable sum. While we 
have not seen any recent quotations 
on the market value of ghosts, yet 
it is generally the rule that female 
ghosts, of pretty figure, fine faces 
and snow-white robes, come higher 
than those which are ugly and which 
aaem to be unhappy unless they are 
keeping people awake at just the 
hours of the night when sleep is most 
enjoyable. 


Haunted .housas are not very com- 


mon in this country and it is gen- 
erally true that the ghosts disappear 
when the rats are driven out, the 
slats mended and the trees prevented 
from whipping against the tin roofs 
with their branches. Ghosts 
that 


loaf around the woods just to scare 
people at night belong to a different 
class from the average house ghost, 
but they are getting very rare these 
days. In fact, the business has been 
overdone and there has been a ten- 
dency to discourage it among those 
who have plenty of troubles of their 
own to struggle with without allow^ 
ing ghosts to add to their burdens.— 
Baltimore American, 


SLACK WATER IN THE VOLGA. 


Extraordinarily inconvenience has 


been caused throughout 
European 


Russia in consequence o€ the diffi- 
culties of this yetor's navigation of 
the Volga. At HJhe latest accounts 
from Astrakhan, no fewer than 
000,000 poods of oil alone were lying 
in barges in the lower reaches of the 
river ben-ween Astrakhan and Sara- 
toff, with little hope of getting the 
bargee «ven half way up the river 
•tills year. Scores of towns 'along the 
Volga, from Sara'toff northwards to 
Kazan, jNi&hui Novgorod, Ko&troma, 
Jaroslaw and Kybinsk, not to men* 
ttott hundred* of places along the 
tanks of tit* liver which are de- 
pewbnt, to A crowiderafele extent, 
on tta nnffttte vapplieft 
for their 


pitMtnilij feui&f tb* waning winter 


fat tofvce 


with serious difficulty, owing to their 
supplies of naphtha and ostaki hav- 
ing given out. An additional 40,- 
000,000 pcods of oil, principally 
ostaki, destined for 
the 
'higher 


reaches of the river, are lying at 
Astrakhan, 'and 
fears 
are enter- 


tained that it will be impossible to 
gefc it even as fftr as Kazan this year. 


A sSiortnge of water in the higher 


reaches of the Volga is a common 
occurrence, and specially built light- 
draug'ht vessels run north of Kazan 
duiing the -whole of the navigation 
period/of each year; but such a de- 
ficiency as that of this year in the 
lower reaches of the river has not 
been known for a very long time. 
For a considerable distance north of 
Astrakhan 
vessels 
of 
moderate 


draught find it possible to run, as a 
rule, up to Becunber. 
This year, 


however, they have been blocked, 
and several cases of vessels sticking 
on sandbanks and 'breaking in two 
havo ocurred. 


DON'T KNOW SANTA OLAUS. 


Santa Glaus never conies to the 


youthful Filipino with his pack of 
toys and goodies. Indeed, the cli- 
mate of the islands would hardly 
suit the rugged old St. Nick, with 
his furs. It is a difficult matter to 
conceive him going- about his gen- 
erous trade in white duck and a 
Panama hat.

It is a gala day for the adult male 


Filipino. He goes to mass, thence to 
his dinner of tinola, a soup and a 
stew of chicken in one, and then to 
the cock fight. That is the sport of 
the Filipino, Plenty of cocks killed, 
all he owns lost or a small fortune 
won and he has .passed Christmas 
gloriously. 


Cock fighting, introduced and fos- 


tered by the 'Spanish for a century/ 
is the chief vice of the 
Filipinos, 


Take it away and you have rebellion 
such as the curtailment of no other 
liberty will create. Away, then, to 
the cock fight. 
The pit consists of 


three parts. The entrance, a large 
rectangle, guarded by a woman who 
Collects the 
admission fee. The

one is either laughing, swearing or 
shouting shrilly and at the top of 
his voice.

The observance of Christinas in 


New England nowadays is in mark- 
ed contrast with that in the days of 
the puritans. Now it is a day devot- 
ed to feasting and good cheer, nup- 
tial-knot tying, 
theater-going and 


bacchanalian revels; then it wai one 
of the most holy days of the year and 
any worldly doings subjected the gay 
to a fins end possibly Imprisonment 
in the log lock-up. 


The first indication of Christmas- 


keeping was regarded as the appear- 
ance of an arch enemy. It was on 
the second season of the pilgrims' 
lite at Plymouth that pious old Gov- 
ernor Bradford detected it and re- 
corded: 
"Some new company ex- 


cused themselves from work on that 


went agaiust their 
day, saying it 
consciences." 


ChriEtmas in thrfr way, despite the 
advice so freely given and so often 
wliipped in. Judge Sewall put all 
fools' day and Ghriftmas in tUt same 
pernicious list. At length the time 
came when

opponents, the

The governor excused them, saying

Had they 
Been disposed to ob- 


serve the anniversary in the true 
spirit of the English holy day and 
not descended to "wanton bacchana- 
lian" revels they might have been 
dealt with more tenderly. It was the 
mingling of sports with religious 
service that the pilgrims had con- 
demned in old England and they 
were bound to keep it out of New En- 
gland. 


The Plymouth colony had the sym- 


pathy of the Massachusetts bay or 
Boston colony in the struggle to keep 
out Christmas, and as long as the 
congregational order of church gov- 
ernment lield 'they were fairly suc- 
cessful. But at length the Christum: 
sentiment crept in and there seemed 
to be no other 'hope of suppressing 
it but by working the strong arm of 
the law. 


MUST NOT KEEP CHRISTMAS. 
Hence, in 1059 the colonial court 


gave much, time to the consideration 
of the 
growing evil, -which they 


thought was threatening to destroy 
the colony, and took action. On the 
musty old records it is found Styled:

ABILITY OF BOOTH. 


Edward M. Alfriend's "Recollec- 


tions of Jtolm Wilkes Booth" is a par- 
ticularly timely article contributed to 
the Era. Concerning the man's abil- 
ity we read: 


"Edwin Booth once said to me: 


'John Wilkes had the genius of my 
father, and was far more gifted than 
I.* Many old actors who saw Him in 
his last years before his terrible and 
insane deed at Washington have told 
me that they never saw so great a 
performance as he gave of 'Richard 
III.* and other parts. 
In Richmond, 


as I have said, he played under the 
name of John Wilkes, and never used 
his own name until his 'Hamlet.' He 
then played 'Horatio' to his brother's 
'Hamlet,' -and 'his name was given in 
the bills as John Wilkes Booth. At 
the close of the play, when the usual 
call came for Edwin Booth, the cur- 
tain was run up and he came down 
the stage leading John Wilkes by the 
hand, pointed to him and said: 
<I 


think he has done well; don't you?* 
The response from the audience was 
cries of 'Yes! yes!' and thunders of 
applause.* 


'When John Wilkes Booth was in 


the Richmond Stock company he was 
very young. In his early twenties 
he weighed about 175 pounds, was a 
little taller than his brother Edwin, 
possessed his mnrvelously intellectual 
and beautiful eyes, with great sym- 
metry of feature, an especially fine 
forehead and curly black hair. He 
was as handsome as a Greek god. It 
is saying a great deal, but he was a 
much hands.omer man than his 
brother Edwiu. He possessed a voice 
verey like his brother's, melodious, 
sweet, full and strong, and was like 
him, a 
consummate elocutionist. 


Until his brother came to Bichmond 
and he played *Horatio' with him, ha 
was the •second juvenile man of the 
theater and jplayed small parts, 
I 


saw him in *jsir Benjamin Backbite,' 
'Charles Courtley,' 'Glavis,' in thn 
'Lady of Lyons,' and in similar small 
roles. His ability was unquestioned 
roles. 
His Ability was unquestion- 


able and 'his -future assured. 


"In Richmond, while conected with 


the theater,'iU was a great social 
favorite, kndwing all the best men 
and many of the finest women. 
This 


faculty of social success was heridi 
tary, having, been possessed by 'his 
father and also by his brother, Ed- 
win, 
With men John Wilkes was 


most dignified in demeanor, bearing 
himself with insouciant care and 
grace, and was a brilliant talker. 
With women he was a man of ir- 
resistable fascination by reason of 
his superbly handsome face, conver- 
sational brilliancy and a peculiar 
halo of romance with which he in- 
vested himself; and which the ardent 
imagination of women amplified."

Are criminals born or made? The 


congress of criminal anthropology,

Differences of opinion threatened at 
one time to become acute, 
until 


Signor Ferri, of Home, restored har- 
mony by a compromise. Some men 
are born criminals. But a man with 
a criminal stigma does not always 
become a criminal; 
his surround- 


ings and general mode of life have 
to co-operate. This statement is as 
cautious as it is correct, 'and ex- 
presses, we imagine, the last word 
of phiosophic criminology. We may 
illustrate it by reference to another 
and a more reputable class of per- 
sons, though indeed their high call- 
ing also has on high philosophic au- 
thority been pronounced "a kind of 
madness;" we mean the class of 
poets. Now, as every school boy 
knows, "a poet is born, not made." 
But we know also that 
there are 


"mute inglorious -Miltons," says a 
London newspaper. 


All poets are born, but not all 


born poets come to maturity of song. 
Surroundings and general mod« of 
life must co-operate. Matthew Ar- 
nold, if we remember aright, laid it 
down in one of his letters—somewhat 
dasiputably, we think—that 
leisure 


and a banker's balance were among 
these co-operating inducements to 
song. 
But, however that may be, 


there can be no doubt that criminal 
instincts, Hke poetic and all other 
instincts, may be either stimulated 
or discouraged by other 
influences. 


And this is the Bide of the matter 
which it is most useful for states to 
remember. There is indeed a heroic 
school 
of anthropologists 
which 


preaches the doctrine of "the steril- 
ization of the degenerate," but fpr 
immediately 
practicable 
purposes 


"the reformation of the 
criminal" 


and "the prevention of crime" are 
better formuals. 
They should not 


be forgotten even in the case of crim- 
inal anarchism.

lueiices of Greece and Rome were 
"elt at even that great distance from 
;he centers of classical culture. 


'Khotan is, I should say, about 


half way between Pekin and -western 
Europe. Possibly the most striking 
excavations I made were at a site 
in the heart of the- desert north of 
Niya, where one settlement -was ex- 
posed, covering- with 
its scattered 


dwellings and shrines an area of 
about six miles by four. 


'Of special interest were the refuse 


heaps which we unearthed near some 
ruined houses, apparently tenanted 
by village officials—kind 
of 'wast* 


paper' baskets, containing- hundreds 
of documents, beautifully written, on 
wooden tablets and. 
carefully tied 


and scaled. Owing to the preserva- 
tive nature of the sand many of these 
were in splendid condition—the ink 
as black and the seals and strings 
as perfect as if they were only a few 
weeks old, 


-As these 
documents are in a 


known Indian script, their decipher- 
ment can be expected to reveal in a 
fascinating1 manner many of the de- 
tails of the ancient village life. 
But 


it will be a task requiring- years of

Fourth quarter—Review of lessons 


fiom Oct. G to Dec. 22. 


Golden text—Romans viii., 31: "If 


God be for us 
who can be against 


Us?" 


This golden text is eminently ap- 


plicable to the whole series of twelve 
lessons in the quarter. 
Go ahead of 


God, 
as it may seem to us '-we are 


sometimes going, and veiy apt are 
we to go astray. It is when He goes 
on and we follow that our goings are 
upheld, and a good end assured. Tor 
"it God be for us, who can be against 
us?" 


What our God ordains must cer- 


tainly come to pass. Rebel as man 
may against the apparent preferences 
•which God shows for some men, noth- 
ing can defeat his plan. 
Much, re- 


sentment has been expressed at the 
teaching that he ordains whatsoever 
comes to pass. And yet modern 
scholarship is loud in declaring that, 
ns their doctrine of determinism 
teaches, whatever is involved in the 
plan of nature will evolve in the op- 
erations of nature. 


"Write God in the places in. which 


Ihey write the term nature and there 
is no difference between the teaching 
of natural science and the ancient 
te."?hings of foreordinatioii, A3 to 
the name of the dogma, scientific or 
•theological, it matters not—tho bot- 
tom fact is that when Q-od is for any- 
thing and anyone, then nothing- can 
be against him. 


LESSON IN JOSEPH'S LIFE. 
Joseph sold into Egypt, the story 


in our first lesson (Genesis xxxvii., 
12-30) forcibly illustrates tliis fact 
of our faith. Joseph was 'the pet of 
his old father, Jacob, the "son of his 
old age," and, as 
we are wont to : 


phrase it, he was rather 
a spoiled 


boy. Ee had a dream in which he 
saw, as by prophetic vision, that lie 
would become supreme or superior to 
any o£ his .family circle (clrnpter 
xxxvii., 1-11), and he so far lacked 
modesty and self-control as to pa- 
rade his prospects until his "brethren 
hated him." 


For this Joseph paid dearly, favor- 


He of heaven though he was. There 
was no inter position of Providence 
to prevent him suffering- for. his fol- 
ly. And. in this we discern the gen- 
eral principle that modesty is behter 
than display, no difference how mucli 
warrant one may have for strutting 
as a high stepper. But the Lord of 
our lives does not turn us down for 
one or two acts of folly. And while 
poor Joseph was given up to soro suf- 
fering the Lord did not leave him. 


Among heart saddening- things 


there is none -more so than where one 
caiinot get along with -relatives, as- 
sociates and neighbors. 
The natur- 


ally unpopular people are sore suffer- 
ers. Said a lady of high estate and 
ample wealth to me recently: '-I certain 1 
would give all I own if by that I ability, 
could learn how to become a favorite 
•with others. As it is, I am natur- 
ally disliked by about everybody, and 
that, too, notwithstanding the efforts 
' I make to please." Possibly she fails 
where Joseph did, 
an self-suppres- 


sion. Perhaps she is too fond of tell- 
ing of her accomplishments, or her 
family. 


This, however, we keep in memory 


•that 
God stood 
by Joseph. 
His 


brethren hated 
him, 
conspired to 


murder him, dropped Mm into a well 
to die, and then sold him. to a passing 
caravan of merchants. But "if God 
be for us who can be against ns" to 
affect us evily? 


How much Joseph, though young, 


was a man of God comes to view in 
the second lesson, Joseph in Prison 
(Genesis xxsis., 20-40), where he 
meets a test of moral character with 
a .fortitude unsurpassed. The story 
should be committed to memory by 
every young man. At least some out- 
line like the following should stand 
clear in all young* minds: 


SOLD INTO SLAVERY. 


That is, Joseph was sold into slav- 


ery and became a bondman in the 
palace of Potiphar, high officer in 
Pharaoh's court. 
Potiphar had a 


wife, whose love went out 5n law- 
less longings to the young slave- 
servant, 
and iu her husband's ab- 


senco she solicited Joseph to commit 
sin with her. We think, and correct- 
ly think, of thrt age and 
environ- 


ment as being degraded in morals 
and dissolute in practice. But wheth- 
er the average young man of twenty 
in Chicngo or Boston would have re- 
sisted tho temptation which Joseph 
resisted and so have come out clear 
and clean is a question we would fear 
to answer iu the affirmative. 


His most morally, manly reply to 


the flattering- solicitation 
was in 


words that crown his character -with 
all that the purest religion can con- 
fer: 
"How can (Gen. xxxix. 9) I do 


this great wickedness and sin against 
Goa'?" Not 
Rgainst the 
gods of 


Egypt did he mean. Against tho act 
the idols would have made no com- 
plaint. 
But Joseph's God was the

-f the future if ^ie rules for rel:g- 
ous training referred to above should 
>e adopted and practiced. 
When 
Moses, hid 


slave in Potiphar's service had such 
reveieuce for the true God that 
it 


nerved him to sny "No" in circum- 
stances where not one in a thous- 
and of youiiff men among us would 
have done likewise. 


EFFECT OF PBISON LIFE. 


By this event in Votiphar's house 


we come to understand nnd appreci- 
ate the uprightness of Joseph and are 
prepared to observe him iu prison. 
The wicked wife ot Potipluu- wreaked 
her revenge on him for refusing her 
requests and got him degraded in his 
master's estimate 
and imprisoned 


with common felons. 


Of all offensive odors the smell ot 


a prison is the most repulsive. Pov- 
erty odor is revolting: enough, hut i! 
the beggar takes a few baths and is 
dressed in sweet, clean clothes his ac- 
ceptance in society is hopefully as- 
sured. 
But neither soap nor sweet 


waters, nor new raiment can lid one 
who has been behind jail bars for bad 
conduct of the foul effects. 


Meanwhile, to be in prison does not 


besmirch every victim. Paul was in 
the Philippian jail and in the 
dungeon, his feet made fast in the 
stocks, but it never followed him as 
a disgrace. 
He -was for years 


chained prisoner in Rome. But the 
world has never cast that in the teeth 
of his illustrious career. 


John Bunyan spent sixteen years 


in Bedford jail. But instead of it de- 
meaning him in tho estimation 
worthy men, it is pointed to as 
proverbial incident in his glorious 
life, for in jail he wrote "The Pil 
grim's Progress." 


JOSEPH IS EXALTED. 


And In the case of Joseph, tin 


prison became the gateway to no 
paralleled respect and renown, as the 
third lesson piece will show us. I 
is: "Joseph Exalted" (Genesis xii 
38-49). 
Every step was a step u; 


wuen this paragon youth began t 
mount the steps of fame. The only en'ces to 1 
one he asked to aid him was (Genesi 
xl., 14) the butler, whose dream 
Joseph interpreted promising hii 
restoration to the king's favor. Thl 
butler might have spoken a. 'goo 
word for the Hebrew fellow prisoner 
but once free himself he quickly fo 
got his benefactor. 


"Put not your trust in princes, no 


in the sous oj men," said th 
psalmist. 
Selfishness Absorbs 


much of what most people have t 
do that reliance on others is a vai 
dependence. 
Joseph's reliance was 


on God, anil that foiled 'Mm not. In- 
deed, with God for him nothing ob- 
structed his upward stride until he 
was prime minister at 
Pharaoh's 


court, and sat at elbows with the 
monarch in his throneroom. 


God does not need every one who is 


as worthy in character as this, great 
son of Jacob on uppermost seats of 
earthly distinction. 
There are not sage requesting i 


enough scats to go around. But 
the extent that He can use us He is 
certain to exalt worth nnd reward 
.bility. 


Whatever came of the weak and 


wicked woman who allured him to 
what -would have been his 
fatal 


downfall, we do not know, but many 
a time we may imagine Joseph say- 
ing: "Thanks be to God that He was 
for me in the moment of peril, and 
broke the charm of the temptress." 
For after that danger point had been 
passed and he became a prisoner and 
had opportunity to display his fidel- 
ity and fitness in the prison, as the 
record shows, the sunlight shone 
.brighter and brighter into the per- 
fect day- the day when in. all the 
realm there was not so great a man 
as Joseph, save the -potentate him- 
self. "If God be for us, who can l,e 
against us?'' 


CHILDHOOD OF MOSES. 


In using this review hour, I think 


it would be well here to skip forward 
to the seventh lesson—the childhood 
of Moses—Exodus ii., 
1-10. 
The 


golden text is excellent and quite 
pertinent to the present, flurry on 
child training. "Train up a child in 
the -way 'he should go, and -when he is 
old he will not depart from it."— 
Proverbs xxii., 6. 


Not a little o£ the current literature 


on child training shows small theor- 
izing with a small measure of prac- 
ticalness.
